1 . I obtained a B.Sc. degree in Electronics, Computer and Systems Engineering in July ] 984 
from Loughborough University of Technology and a PhD degree in September 1988, with a thesis on 
"Coherent Detection of QAM Signals for Land Mobile Radio," from i x>ughborx>ugh University of

2. I am the inventor of at least three (3) U.S. patents and five (5) pending U.S. patent 
applications. 

3. I have been working as an engineer in the area of telecommunications and, more 
specifically, modem technology for more than twenty (20) years. 

4. 1 declare that "physical layer handshaking" in the area of modem technology commonly 
refers to the modem training session, which is performed to establish a data connection between modems, 
and that ^physical layer handshaking" ends when a "data connection" is established. Examples of ITU 
Recommendations that define parts of "physical layer handshaking 1 * for modems are V.S, V.Sbis, V.25, 
V.32, V.32bis, V.34, V.90, V.92, etc. 


5. T declare that "link layer handshaking" in the area of modem technology commonly refers 
to the protocol handshaking between modems, which proceeds "physical layer handshaking", i.e. after the 
modems establish the "data connection" Examples of ITU Recommendations that define parts of "link 
layer handshaking" are V.42, V.42bis, V.44, etc.
